Should Judge Hing be KMe-electe d> 

Editors Constitution: Recently much 
has been written about the Georgia 
railroad and its president, and much 
snioke rising about its eastern te. minus, 
and | fear there is some danger that 
the road may sustain damage. There- 
fore I desire, through your vaiuabie 
paper, to state come facts to refresh 
the minds of the stockholders. 

First. [he great cause for dissatiefac- 
tiom toward our president was using our 
property by indorsemen‘s on bonds for 
the benefit of other incorporations out- 
side oi the state, and that without cur 
consent before, or at the doing of the 
same. [ allude first to the Port Roval 
abomination—painful to refer to. In 
this cese $1010 000 was at filst p edged, 
but at the con,ention which me. 600n 
after, a large number of stcckhclders 
protested, aod the understanding witb 
many of them was that Judge Keese 
was employed to file a bill of injunction. 
He in some way compromised at $500,- 
Qu). The main reason given to the 
creation of this debt was the danger of 
Pre: idi n' Wadley’s bt ying the Carolina 
road from Hamburg ty Ciarleston, Mi 
rabule dictu, 

‘fhe next debt of great magnitude 
was entered into jointly with our pres- 
ident, and President Wadley, of the 
Central, for $1,800,000 in bonds for the 
benefit of the Western Alabama road. 
I know not how this big arrangement 
was broughtjabout, whether by Judge 
King putting a bridle on Wadley, or 
vice versa. So far as I know this tran: - 
action was a secret to the stockholders 
foralong time. The fi:st intimation | 
had of it was an extract I saw from an 
Alabama paper, which astonished 
me greatly. When | went to the next 
convention, I enquired of two directors 
relative to it, and they seemed back- 
ward in communicating the facts, if 
they knew them. I then presented to 
them a resolution to present to the 
convention, to have a special commit- 
tee appointed to examine and report 
all our bonded indebtednese; they per- 
suaded me not to present it, and for 
fear of irjurit g our steck I withheld it, 
but soon after [ received all the facts 
from our company’s book. When this 
dangerous transaction was presented to 
the stockholders for confirmation, or 
advice as to the purchase of the Wes- 
tern Alabama road, some of the legal 
fraternity said we had slept over our 
rights too long, relative to resisting the 
payment of the boncs; when the tact 
was our president had withheld our 
condition from us. These two cases 
evidently show clearly that our rights 
as stockholders were not respected as 
they should have been. We own the 
property and i will take the liberty cf 
saying for myrelf that no man as presi. 
dent, or tet of men as directors, have 

, the more! right to take my property 
and bind it as surety for the beretit of 
otbers without my consent? and I will 
state in addition if it is not the law of 
our country it ought to be. These 
cases with others that might be men- 
tioned, consume so much of the net 
earniugs of the road, tu pay the great 
amount of interest accruing, that divi« 
dends may not be made. Above we 
have the caus‘s and effects. Now as 
stockholders, have we the right to com- 

lain or be dissatisfied ; I say we have. 
e know that in yesrs long gone by, 
Judge King was a great railroad man, 
conservative, energetic and perbaps 
thirty years ago had no superior in 
Georgia. What does he nvuw aay, “but 
I have no longer the vigor and energy, 
either mental or physical of former 
days.” Here we have a frank acknowl- 
edgment of his inability to perform 
such an arduous work, and prompted 
I suppose from this feeling he has for a 
number of ye: rs sung the song of re- 
signation, all the whe retaining the 
eterus, chat if elected he would serve. 
Now, as stockholders, what is our 
duty? We evidently need a president 
of physical and great ability— stability 
of character, ¢xpc rienced in railroad 
pusin«ss, faithful and houest—such a 
man I hope we can get. I would be 
ratified if Judge King would uncon 
ditionally resign, as — €x 
pecte 1 for years and have been disap~ 
pointed, but if he will not I think the 
swcekhoiders ought irdependently to 
elect another, provided they believe 
the interest of the road would be bene- 
fitted by it. I for one beleve it would 
pe. 1 am fully aware that we ae 
clogged by a heavy bonded indebted- 
ness, @ part of which ought never to 
have existed, and that the interest on 
the whole must be paid before we can 
get dividends, but prosperous times 
may come, the Western Alabama road 
may yet pay the interest on her bondr, 
the Augusta and Macon and others 
pay expenser. In conclusion, I recom- 
mend every stockholder who can to 
attend the next convention and repre- 
sent his cwn stock, but if he cannot, 
give his proxy to a stockholder who is 
not an cfficer. By this I do not design 
to cast any r flection on any officer of 
our road, but believe it the safest policy 
for ail incorporatious, as I have lost 
largely by proxies being given to an

CLARKSV1LLE, Tenn., April 16.—The 
fire which has been looked for among 
underwriters as sure to occur in this 
place, in consequence of the false econ~ 
omy of property owners in building 
frame rears to their business houses, 
took place Saturday night. About 11 
o'clock the alarm was sounded. The 
flames, which were first discovered in 
the rear of Kincannon, Wood & Co.’s 
tin and house-furnishing store, No. 41 
Franklin street, soon began to leap 
fortu aod to grasp the tinder-boxes 
which lay contiguous thereto in profu~ 
sion. Nearly all the business houses in 
this block, on the south side of Frank: 
lin, between First and second streets, 
have been extended by the addition 
of frame rears. The fire soon 
spread to the adjoining building, 
the Franklin bank and J. G. Joseph, 
clothier, and kept on in its heated ca- 
reer until the Franklin hall on the east 
was reached. Here the flames seemed 
to hold for a time, but only to takea 
fresh start in the rear of Franklin hall. 
Emery & Perkin’s carpenter shov was 
soon destroyed, and then the flames 
leaped across second street to Cald- 
well & Sheiton’s livery stable, which 
was almost in an instant in flames. 
Kighteen feet east was the beautiful 
Melodeon hall, but recently built, by 
John &. Elder. Beinga frame building, 
adjoined on the east by three frames, it 
was but one gulp to the devouring ele- 
meat. The Tobacco Leaf oftice, a 
brick, metal-roof building, soon suc-~- 
cumbed to the heat, and melted before 
the fiery blast like tissue paper. Next 
the flames spread to the Central house, 
west side «f S. cond street, and con- 
tinued on their desolating path,carrying 
with them the residence of Charley 
Averett, the hock and ladder hall and 
grocery warehouse. The residence of 
Mrs. Jennie E. Johnson, known as the 
old Boyd place, was soon in flames, the 
occupant, Mr. Samael Johnson, having 
scarcely time to remove his furniture. 
On the north side of Franklin, corner 
of Second, T. P. Burk’s iarge frame’ag~ 
gricultural implement and seed store 
was at last forced to yield, on account 
of the intense heat caused by the burn- 
ing of Caldwell & Shelton’s livery stable. 
The flames lapped over Franklin street 
to Buck’s barber shop, and soon set fire 
to Mr. Sullivan’s grocery, which spread 
the flames to Charley Lehman’s saloon. 
Here the fire stopped on the north side 
of Franklin street, but with a seeming 
knowledge of the fact that the old court 
house was and las been for years 
an eye-sore, it pounced upon that old 
temple of justice, and soon blotted it 
from our vision. Two bricks in the rear 
of Mr. Sullivan’s grocery were the next 
victims. 
house and office of Polk G, Johnson, 
clerk and master, were licked up. From 
Burke’s frame building, the dwelling 
and blacksmith shop of Coon Duncan 
were tired, from which the tlames were 
communicated to Mrs. M. E. A. Wheat. 
lev’s residence, on the north side of 
Franklin, between S.cond and Third 
streets. 

POWDER USED TO 8TOP THE CONFLAGRA- 
GRATION. 

The excitement at this time was in- 
tense, and the general impression was 
that it was a hopeless case, and that 
the whole city would be destroyed. 
Telegraphic dispatches were sent to 
Nashville for aid in the early part of 
the conflagration, and the news reached 
us that one of Nashville’s engines was 
at the depot, which proved to be a false 
report. In order to prevent the fire 
from spreading down Frarklin street 
powder was placed in the building ad- 
joining Macauley’s drug store, from the 
effects of which the walls were soon 
shaken tothe ground. This, together 
with the fire walls of Macauley « All. 
well’s block, stopped the tire in this 
direction; while the high tire walls of 
Hillman’s block checked the tlames on 
the opposite . ide of the street. 

A MASS OF RUINS, 

Clarksville now presents a picture 
like unto Chicago. The whole center 
of the business portion cf the town is 
a mass of ruins. ‘The loss is estimated 
at from $250 VOU to 300 000. The cause 
of the fire was evidently the act of an 
incendiary. At the time of the alarm 
a coroner’s jury were sitting ut the 
market house on the bcdy of Columbus 
Seay, coiored, who was shot and killed 
by officer Frank Phillips for resisting 
an arrest. ‘‘hreats were openly made 
in the presence of certain parties that 
the city should be burned, The au- 
thorities will take steps to ferret out 
the fiend. 

.fty special policemen are patrolling 
the streeis of Ciarkesville to-night. 
Nine hundred hogsheads of tobacco 
were destroyed by the tire and rain. 
Tne list of houses embraces all kinds of 
business, and among them a news- 
paper otlice, court house, bank, two 
jewelry stores, two dry goods stores, 
eight groceries, two public halls and 
ten residences. 

SATURDAY NIGHT'S TRAGEDY, 

CLAKKE VILLE, April 16.-—At about 
10:30 o’clock, Saturday night, Police 
map Frank Philips was notified of some 
trouble that had ocurred between a 
young white min and a negro named 
Columbus S at Phil'ips started in 
search of Seat, who, it s claimed, re. 
sisted arrest and ai tem pt. u torun away, 
Phillips called ‘“thalt’ two-or three 
timer, but, no attention being paid to 
this, he fired. He again called “halt” 
a few times, when he fired the secoad 
shot, which felled Seat, who was taken 
to the station house and soon expired. 

The coroner’s jury returned verdict 
of “killed while resisting arrest.” 

A very bad feeling was manifested by 
the negrces towards the whiter, owing 
to the killirg of Seat by Policeman 
Phillips. The negroes acted very bad- 
ly on the streets on Sunday morning, 
and in several instances caused those 
fighting the fire great inconvenience, 
There was a grave feelirg over the peo~ 
ple to-day. ‘Threats of mobbing Police- 
man Fcley were made, and on this ac- 
count and for the protection of goods, 
fifty deputy policemen were enrolled. 
Phillps is still in jail for protection 
and everything is quiet, but the least 
disturbance would iikely precipitate a 
collision between whites and blacks. 
There is no jonger auy doubt that if 
conflagration was not sterted by the 
blacks, there was a concerted under~ 
standing that they would not lend a 
helping hand for love or money; but 
there were many worthy exceptions. 
Some prominent colored men are heavy 
losers by the fire, and have no insur- 
ance to fali beck upon. 

It was rather curious to note the dif- 
ferent rumors along the road concern- 
ing the fire. At Guthrie they had it 
that the loss by fire was two millions; 
that the colored people had a+sembled 
and sent a note to the mayor demand- 
ing Phillips for the purpcss of lynch- 
ing him. N> such proceedings were 
had, and on Sunday night ‘he negroes 
had qguiete | down, and not! wenty-five 
were seen on the street. The Hyquita 
ble, of Nashville, had $18,600 on the 
property destroyed, and the State, of 
Nashville, $7,550. 

THE CITIZENS IN CCUNCIL, 

The cit:zens beid a meet at 12 o’clo:k 
Mejor Henry, chairman, and Messrs. 
Wright and Ingram, secretaries. Ex- 
pressions of sympathy and offers of aid 
were received.

Some have already bonght 
lumber and bricks. The houses will be 
of a mure substantial character. 

Kirby, the negro who was shot some 
days ago, was very boisterous, carsiog 
everybody white. He was disarmed ;

The Texas Pacific and the Sentheru 
Pacifie 


Ep1tT rs Constitution: Our busy and 
beautiiu! city sega f sounds the 
key-note in matters of business and 
enterprise. Recent indications of in- 
terest in reference to railway connec- 
tion with the Pacific, on a southern 
line and for southern interests, that are 
manifest all over the state, are but 
echoes of the voice which Atlante ut- 
tered more than two years ago. There 
is no room to doubt the joyful fact that 
the south, after a long strug ;le against 
powerful drawbacks and obstacles, is 
gathering again her giant strength, and 
in doing so recognizes the importance 
of such a benetic:ent vhannei for her 
reviving commercial power. 

No one doubts, not the importance 
only, but the necessity of a southern 
railroad to the Pacific, one that will 
tend in all its relations to the stimula- 
tion, development, and distribution 
of soutuern resources, one that shal! 
not simply run through southern ter 
ritory but be controlled by southern 
interests, one that shall not benefit the 
south only in so far as it is tributery 
and subsidiary to northern corpora- 
tious, but independently of all outside 
control bring the great flood of its 
blessings directly to our own doors. 

The two companies that are now 
pressing their claims for our 
favor are the Southern Pac:fic 
and the Texas Pacific. There may be 
a charm that amounts to an absolute 
prejudice in the very name of the lat- 
ter. The association of the name ofa 
state in which nearly all southern 
homes are interwoven, and which in 
itself presents the synonyme of hardy 
enterprise and the promise of unlime 
ited development, gives it a fascina- 
tion. The shrewd and scheming brain 
which planned it, too, lost no opportu- 
nity, from the very outset, to impress 
its claims on the southern people. It 
has been presented as a southern road, 
a southern idea and enterprise, and it 
has thus attracted much sympathy, at 
different times, from the southern peo- 
ple. Delegates have been sent to con- 
ventions that favored it; resolutions 
from boards of trade and commercial 
centres, have endorsed it; the prese 
has sent its mighty power tu its aid and 
comfort. 

If this road were all it pretends to 
be, n-t one word of opposition would 
be made here to it. 

But this road of Tom Scott’s, in place 
of being named the Texas Pacific rail- 
road, mn: .' well be named the Texas 
Pacific tb such of the Pennsylvania 
Central railroad. Every man who has 
known th!: great railroad manipulator 
in his past career, knows that all his 
aims and labors have found one com.- 
mon centre in his pet Pennsylvania 
Central. Every one who knows 
him now, knows that to 
the interests of this road all his 
energies, physical and menta’, are 
bent. He does not live at the south ; 
he has no interest in the developmens 
of the south pure and simp!e. He lives 
aud moves and has his being in Penn- 
syivania and the system of railroads in 
that and game, | states which he 
controls, The head that would organ- 
ize and control this line would bea 
head great indeed tn organizing and 
capable of controling, but itself would 
be controlled oy a heart that beats in 
the Pennsylvania Central. 

Now suppose this line completed. It 
would be under the management and 
supervision’ of this one man, Is it 
likely he would wish the main advan- 
tayes of 1t to accrue to southern 
pranches and connections, or to his 
own great pet road? It is useless to 
gay that the distances being equal, or 
in favor of the south, the south would 
reap the most advante ge in its carrying 
trade. The president of such a road, 
or of any road, nstwithstandirg the 
most careful attempts :n legal guards 
and restrictions, has it in bis power to 
hinder and embarrass the passage of 
freights (without any apparent inten- 
tion of doing so) in some instances, and 
to accelerate them inothers. Al the 
carefulness and wisdom of leg s'ation 
will be found insufficient to hedge a 
charter with provisions that would 
prevent its chief otficer from taking 
there ad vantages. 

In urging these considerations, there 
is vo desire to gratify the opposing road, 
the Southern Pacific. Neither Mr 
Huntington nor Col. Scott have any 
further interest in the south and her 
aggrand zement than that it can furth- 
er and foster their own interests. Bnt 
itis thesimple fact that Huntington 
has no interest in any line east of the 
Rocky mountains, none at all events 
that would militate against the 
speediest delivery of freights ov r south- 
ern lines. His road stops at El Pra», 
where it wou!d be met by several lines 
all of which weuld have a fairan?} 
equal. showing. There would result 
from this only heelthful competition, 
and competition from whick the south, 
in the comparative shortness of her 
routes ard acccssibility to ports and 
markets has nothing to fear and 
much togain. There is no great trunk 
line to: feedon the east, whose in- 
terests are paramount with the head 
of the western branch of the Trans-Con- 
tinental line; no stream ef wealth to 
extract from the Pac'fic, not to be dis- 
tributed through the south, but to be 
poured into an eastern reservation of 
hisown. The president of a Pacific 
road that stops midway between the 
oceans, is powerless in this matter, 
whereas, the president of such a road 
vitally interesied in an eastern con. ec- 
tion would be a!l powerful. 

The matter of expense is another ele- 
ment of consideration. As already 
said, it is not the object of this commu. 
rication to advocate either’ the 
Texas Pacific or the South- 
ern Pacific as against each 
other. The only desire is to advccate 
southern interests; to point out what 
is really best for the southern people in 
the premises, Scott asks for a subsidy 
of twenty or thirty thousand dollars a 
mile. Huatington asks for no subsidy 
and no further aid from the govern- 
ment than the origipal land grant given 
to the Texas Pacific, and on which the 
Texas Pacific failed. Being ‘n alternate 
s ctions such grant would not be de« 
trimental but beneficial to the govern- 
ment in the end. 

It is true that Scott asks for this sub- 
sidy only tothe Texas terminus of the 
rosd. There is a gap from this termi- 
nus on which nosvbsidy is asked. He 
lee ves this /ir k out out of his chain of 
connection with his own road. Itis a 
modest omission. With what he asks 
on the rest of the line he eeuld boild 
this mi: sing link two or three times over 
alter the« ther parts are cc mpleted. The 
subsidy indeed is enormous. Take not 
timply the rich and powerful magnate 
of the Pennsylvania railroad with bis 
knowledge, experience ard credit, but 
take any thereof the poorest men in 
Georgia, men of brain and energy, men 
cf ordinary business capacity and 
known integrity and give them the gov- 
ernment endorsement of their bonds 
for twenty-five thousand dollars, and 
they would build the whole line and 
grow r ch on it and add eeveral missing 
links if necessary, besides. 

Far better would it be if southern 
enterprise and southern men alone 
could carry this great schemeto com- 
pletion. But if the south is not inclined 
to get this government aid for herself, 
and is too poor to enter upon the e¢n- 
terprise unaided by government, then, 
ax ween the two lines, the Texas 
Penr sylvania Pacific of Scott and the 
Southern Picific of Huntington, the 
iatter ig tl e best road for us, 8.

REPEAL OF THE BANKRUPTCY. 

Wasuineton, April 16 —At the ex- 
piration of the morning hour yester- 
day, in the senate, consideration was 
resumed of the bill to repeal the bank- 
rupt law,and Mr. McOreery spoke in 
favor of the repeal. 

At the conciusion of his speech the 
vote was taken, and the bill passed, 37 
to 6 the negative vote being cast by 
Messrs. Allison, Anthony, Burnside, 
Conover, McMillan and Sanders. 

The following is the text of the bill 
ap it passed : 

Ba it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America,in con assem-~ 
bled, that the bankrupt law, approved 
March 2 1507, and ail acts amendatory 
or supplemenatary thereto, or in @x- 

lanation thereof be and the same are, 

ereby repeaied, provided, however, 
that such repeal shall in no manner 
invalidate or effect any case in bank- 
ruptcy instituted and pending in any 
court prior to the day when this act 
shal! take effect, but asto all such 
pending cases and ail future proceed. 
ings therein, the acta hereby repealed 
shall continue in full force and effect 
until the same shal: be fully dis | 
of in the same manner as if said acts 
had not been repealed, 


PENATS. 


The committee on railroads reported 
in favor ef extendiny the time for the 
Northern Pacific raijroads with some 
modifications as to its sale of lands. 
Ihe bill to incorporate the National 
Pacific railroad and telegraph line 
was takenup.

Few people are aware that the peo- 
ple of these United States have less 
currency per capita than any other 
civilized people. An impression pre. 
vails that the volume of paper money 
in this country is something im- 
mense—something that the necéssities 
of war ushered in—someéthing to be re- 
duced as soon as possible. All this is 
a great mistake. Instead of too 
much money, we have too little 
for the actual wanis of trade 
—that is, for the actual 
wants of trade as it wil! exist aftera 
recovery from the contraction efforts of 
the period. The facts are briefly these:

These figures are Mr. Sherman’s. Let 
us divide the amount among she peo- 
ple. Professor E. B, Eliott says the 
population of the United States is now 
48,191,000. We therefore have $9 55-per 
capita of actual currency. In 1858 our 
currency per capita was $11 50 Al- 
though cur wealth and business 
enterprises have been vastly ine 
creased since 1858, our circulas 
than has been materially decreased. 
It is far less than that of the older and 
more compact countries of Europe. 
France has three times as much, Eng. 
land double, and Germany nearly dou- 
ble. These are facts, which notoriously 
are stubborn things. They indicate 
the real source of our commercial! trou- 
bles. They also point out the true 
remedy—stop the process of contrac- 
tion; increase the volume of legal ten- 
ders to $380,000,000, and prohibit the 
secretary of the treasury from retiring 
or hoarding, for any purpose whatever, , 
any portion of that amount. 


THE NEXF CONGRESS. 

Secretary McCrary is of the opinion 
that the next house of representatives 
will be called on to elect a president in 
default of an election by the people. 
This belief is based not so mach on 
the division of strength between the 
two great parties, as on the fact that 
candidates are liable to be placed in 
the field by the nationals, labor refor- 
mers aud other offshootsof the two 
chief parties. This possibility, 
together with the fact that 
it isnot probable that any change in 
the manner of counting the electoral 
vote cam be agreed upon, is leading 
politicians of either party to regard the 
coming congressional elections as the 
great stake for the gaining of which all 
energies should be given. If the re- 
publicans lose the next house of rep-~- 
resentatives, the probability is that 
the party would cease to 
exist as a national organs 
ization. It is a death-struggle with 
them, and; they are making many 
plansible campaigns on paper. They 
must hold their own, and carry four 
teen sdditional districts, in order to 
contro! the next house. One of their 
calculations includes the fifth district 
of Maryland as a probable gain, and 
the sixth district as a certain gain 
Two districts in Tennessee are put 
down as gains, and frem Louisiana, 
Florida and South Carolina three or 
four gains are counted. The first dis- 
trict of New Hampshire, now repre- 
sented by Mr. F. W. Jones, democrat, ir 
put down as absolutely certain to return 
a republican next fall. Several districts 
in New York and Pennsylvania, and a 
dozen or more in the west, now repre: 
sented by democrats, are transferred to 
the republican column. This cal- 
culation is, beyond a doubt, 
failacious ; but the importance 
and intensity of the contest 
should induce us to hazard no district 
through division or independency. A 
solid nine from Georgia is needed as it 
has never before been needed in the 
history of the democratic party. The 
party expects it, and patriotism de- 
mands it. ;

We believe that Atlanta’s hospitality 
has passed into a proverb, It is quite 
certain, whatever her capabilities may 
be, that her welcome is always hearty 
and sincere.

‘The large and especially the evenly-

Take the 
states of Ohio and Delaware, fcr an 
exemple. Ohio’s 600,000 votes wontd 
amount to nothing, since one half of 
her votes would be counterbalanced 
by the other half. UVelaware, on the 
other hand, would probably cast two 
of her votes for one candidate, and one 
for the other—thus becoming of more 
importance in the final count than the 
great state of Ohio. Tne proposed six- 
teenth amendment finds therefore few 
friends, although it is conceded by ail 
that some action should be taken before 
the next election in order to avoid the 
dangers of another disputed count. 

The senate committee on the electo- 
ralcount do not offer a constitutional 
amendment. Their plan takes the form 
of a bill prescribing the method of 
counting the electoral votes and decid 
ing any questions that may arise. Its 
principal points are that each state shal! 
provide for the judicial determination 
of any controversy concerning the 
appointment of electors, and 
that every such determination 
made by the highest state court shall 
be conclusive evidence as to the law- 
ful title of the electors sc declared to 
have been appointed ; that where con- 
flicting decisions from different tribu- 
nals in the same state come before the 
convention of the two houses of con- 
gress, the votes of those electors only 
shall be counted, whose title as electors 
the two houses actinvg separately shall 
concurrently decide upon. The returns 
of the electors of the several states are 
to be transmitted to the president of the 
seu ate by the secone Wednesday next 
after the meeting of the electors, instead 
of the first Wednesday in January, as 
provi ‘ed by law. 

Tae bill is lengthy, and until it is ac- 
tually reported and thus beyond 
amendment in the committee, we can 
not afford space in which to print it. 
Besides, it may be essentially modified 
in the joint session of the committees, 
if they attempt to reach a common 
conclusion. The subject is, however, 
one of the deepest importance, and as 
goon as anything definite is determined 
upon our readers shali have it. It is 
to be regretted that action was not had 
earlier in the session.

MLS. TILTION'S CONFASSION. 

The moet remarkable trial, all trings 
considered, ever witnessed upon this 
continent, was the trial of Henry 
Ward Beecber, for the seduction of 
Mrs. Tilton. 

From the very firstthe testimony was 
squarely conclusiye against Beecher. 
His own confessions verba! and writ- 
ten—his erratic letters to his fair parish- 
oner—her confession to her husband 
and other friends—thecompact of se- 
crecy between Beecher and the parties 
at issue—the testimony in all its bear~ 
ing and all its shape—was literally con~ 
clusive as to Beecher’s guilt—his long 
continued and oft repeated guilt. So 
powerful was the man’s magnetism, 
however, and so adroit his 
plan of defense that he batiled convic- 
tion, and rallied his friends about him, 
and pursued his course unharmed and 
invincible. The whole of his defense 
rested upon the firm and unassailable 
story of Mrs. Tilton. With a loyalty 
that was heroic, this woman united 
with her seducer in defending his char- 
acter and in braking down the just 
charges of fer husband. The quiet, 
persistent, determined denial of this 
pale and eleader woman, puzzled and 
repulsed the prosecution. Her story 
evidently prepared after close consulte- 
tion with her paramour, dove-taiied 
precisely with his, and harmonized 
toa shade with his explanation of all 
the ugly pointe againstthem. It was 
almost incredible that he could have 
so thorough|y mesmerized his vicvim as 
to have brovght her so low. And half 
the world—believing against belief— 
gave Beecher the verdict of “innocent.” 

The despairing,pathetic confession of 
Mrs. Tilton, torn from her heart by 
remorse, breaks down the last doubt 
as to Beecher’s guilt, and fixes the 
brand ineffect ually unpon his forehead. 
There is no possible escape this time. 
Wherever ho was when that letter 
reached hii, it must have comme like a 
lightning stroke. He is atterly, abso- 
lutely and forever ruined, His touch 
after thisis pollution, his presence an 
infection. His fall has been terrible, his 
degradation is eternal. 

Mrs. Tilton’s confession is not sur- 
prising. The miracle is that she has 
carried this load of sin upon her soul as 
long as, she did. There is no agony 
like that which comes from remorse. 
The sting of conscience is sharper 
than the lash of scorpions. We see 
almost daily examples of the power 
of remorse in the moneys that are sent 
back to the government by those who 
have stolen it on an impulse. Mrz. 
Tilton’s confession is not only natural, 
but it is convincing. Upon no suppo- 
sition, but that it is true, could she 
have thought of making the confes~ 
sion—even if she proves to be insane, 
her confession will stand, and the 
world will believe that in the disorder 
of her brain the truth has escaped from 
her custody, 

We do not balieve that the cause of 
religion will suffer from this exposure 
of Beecher. ‘Tiie class of preachers to 
which Beecher belongs—the sensa- 
tional, demagezic, pulpit mountebank 
has long ago been discredited by the 
religious world. They have, each of 
them, managed to retain about them a 
crowd of adherents, but the great mass 
of religious people have long ago for- 
sworn them, and returned to the sim- 
ple, old-fashicned preachers, who talk 
for Christ and His kingdom. We are 
inclined to rejoice that the Plymouth 
idol has been broken, and his nest of 
sympathizers scattered. We pity the 
poor victim of Beecher’s lust —we pity 
the man whose home he has destroyed 
—but, more than all, we pity the decu- 
rous, white-haired wife who during the 
awful trial sat by his guilty side and 
cheered him with her unquestioning 
love.

The Zulu tribes 
are very bold aud savage bush whackers, 
and are now provided with the best 
modern rifles and ammunition, which 
they procure from the Portuguese and 
English traders. The war, of course, 
ig apt to be a very long one. 

— The French legislature is behaving 
liberally with regard to the Paris exhi- 
bition, which will be opened, as the 
London erystal palace of 1851 was, on 
tne Ist of May. It has voted $100,000 
to Marshal MacMahon, president of 
the republic ; $50,000 tothe minister of 
foreign afttairs, anda like sum to the 
minister uf public works, and 20.000 
to each of the seven other ministers. 
These extra allowances are tocover the 
additional cost ot receptions, entertain- 
ments, and other hospitalities indis- 
pensable during that gala period and 
occasion, Moreover, there will be 10 
per cent. increase of wages during the 
exhibition to workmen in all publie es- 
tablishments. 

—This country promises to lock wel! 
at the coming exhibition. The facade 
of the United States section is nearl; 
complered, The canvass screens,whict 
it has been found necessary to stretch 
across the roof, are now in position,and 
will bear favorable comparison with 
anything of the kind in the exhibition. 
Each screen bears the name and device 
of one of the states of the union, and 
inthe centre isagrand des.gn repre- 
senting the arms of the United States. 
The colors are very bright and the or- 
namental designs very chaste and effec- 
tive. The designs on the screens are so 
arranged as to form lines running the 
whole length of the building, so as to 
draw out the perspective lines and make 
the United States section appear as long 
as possible. 

—It seems to be settied that congress 
will revive the income tax. The plan 
that the ways and means committee 
will submit will be to assess a tax of 
2 per cent on all incomes exceeding 
$2,000 and not exceeding $5,000; three 
per cent on all incomes that are more 
than 35,000 and Jess than $10,000, and 
four per cent on all incomes exceedin 
that sum. The exemptions propose 
are military and naval pensions, and 
$2,000 of ordinary income, $2,000 for 
each five persons of every religious or 
social community holding all their 
property and the income therefrom 
jointly and in common; all national, 
state and municipal taxes paid within 
the year ; all losses actually sustained 
during the year, arising from fires, 
tloods or shipwrecks, or incurred in 
trade or debts ascertained to be worth- 
less (but not estimated depreciation of 
value;) sums paid for interest and 
labor, to cultivate land or to conduct 
any other business from which income 
is derived, rent of residences, amount 
paid for ordinary repairs of residence, 
and salaries of the president of the 
United States, and of all judges of the 
United States, and of all otficers, execu- 
tive, judicial and legislative, of every 
state of the union. The first assese- 
ment. will be for the year ending De~ 
cember 31, 1878

The compiainant filed his bill on the 
eqnity side of the court against the de- 
fendant, praying substantially for the 
specific execution of a contract upon 
the allegations contained therein. Ons 
the trial of the case, the jary, under the 
evidence and charge of the conrt, 
found a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ants. The complainant madea motion 
for a new trial on the grounds therein 
stated, which was overruled, and the 
complainant excepted. It appears 
from the evidence in the record, that 
on the 21st of November, 1871, the com- 
plainant by deed conveyed a tract of 
land therein described to the defend~ 
ant, Griffin, for the consideration of 
$1102 35, and on the same dey Griffin 
promised in writing that if the ec m- 
plainant should pay him the sum of 
$1,102 35 and what said Griffin wight 
have to pay for taxes on said land, by 
the 21st of November, 1872, to seli and 
deed said land to him, the complainant, 
or if the complainant could find a pur- 
chaser of the land within’ the 
time specified who would pay more 
money for it, then he promised to 
make a title tosuch purchaser. It also 
appears from the evidence in the record 
that a few days after the 2lst of No- 
vember, 1872, the defendaut, Griffin, 
came to the complainant, who did not 
have the money, aud told him that one 
Thaxton would buy the land and pay 
$2 000 for it, and that if complainant 
would consent, that he (Griffin) would 
s:ll] it to Thaxton; whereupon, the 
complainant and the defendant, Grif. 
tin, agreed to sell the Jand to Thaxton 
for $2,000 -$500 to be paid Ist January, 
1873, and the remainder 1: anoual in~ 
staliments of $600 each, and that after 
Thaxton had paid to Griffia as much as 
Griffin bad paid him tor tae land or as 
much as he owed Griffin, that Griffin 
was to pay the remainder of the $2,000 
to the complainant after deducting 
$350, the awount of two executions of 
> Tugyle and Wiiliams against :he com- 
pisipant. The theory of the complain- 
ant’s case, as made by his bill, was that 
in accordance with the vriginal written 
contract between hioself and Griffin 
he had the rigbt to sell the land within 
the twelve mouth for more money thau 
Griffin paid him for it, and that Griffin 
was bound to make a title to such pur- 
chaser, and that. he (complainant) 
would be entitled to the excess, if any 
that time was the essence of the con- 
‘ract, but Griffin waived the time, and 
consented that the written contract, as 
originally made, should be carried out 
by a gale of the Jand toTh xton, a pur- 
chaser suggested by Griffin and accept- 
ed by the complainant, atter the expi 
ration of the twelve months. This ar 
rangement wasentirely consistent with 
the original written coatract, except as 
to the time within which the land was 
to be sold, and the defendant, Griffin, 
waived that, as he had the right to do. 
Code, sec. 10; 24 Ga. Rep., 478. This 
theory of the complainant’s Case i8 sup- 
ported by the written statement, offered 
in evidence, in the handwriting of de- 
fendant, Griffin, dated 22d October, 
1874. in which he stated the amount 
due him by the complainant, and 
the amount received from Thaxs 
tou, in figures, with the follow. 
ing explanation: ‘The above amount 
is due me out of the payments 
of Thaxton on the land, balance will! go 
to Moody.”’ The court charged the 
jury amongst other things ‘‘that if they 
lind from the evideuce tuat Moody, the 
complainant, made on agreement with 
Grffin, the defendant, to sell the land 
in dispute to Thaxton, and for Griffia 
topay allover the amount due him, 
Griflin, for borrowed money to Moody 
out of the sale of the land to Thaxton, 
and such agreement was not made with- 
in twelve months specified in the bond 
from Griffin to Moody, it is a nudum 
pacium, a void contract, and cannot be 
enforced.” In view of the evidence in 
the record as to the waiver of the time 
by the defendant within which a pur. 
chaser of the land was to be found uns 
der the origina! writtem contract of 
the parties, this charge of the court 
was error. The complainant was en-~ 
titled to have had the question submit- 
ted to 
whether the .and was sold to Thaxton 
in pursuance of the-original written 
coniract between the parties, witha 
waiver by the defendant Griflin, as to 
the time specifled there:n for makiny 
such sale, or not. As to the merits ol 
the case under the evidence we express 
no opinion. Let the judgment ofthe 
court below be reverseu.

It appears from the bill of exceptions 
in this case that the defendant filed a 
plea to the plaintifi’s action, which was 
demurred to as being iniufficient in 
law as a defense thereto, and before the 
judgment of the court was rendered 
thereon, the defendant offered to 
amend said plea by inserting therein 
what the court seemed to think was 
lacking, and proposed to show that the 
defendant then resided out of the coun~ 
ty, and was sick, when the court held 
that no person but the defendant him- 
self could make the necessary aflidavit 
to the amended piea, and struck the 
original plea, and entered judgment for 
the plaintiff, whereupon the defendant 
excepted.

WARNER, C. J. 

The plaintiff brought his action 
against the defendants on two promis 
sory notes for the aggregate sum of 
$413 besides interest, each note dated 
let of June, 1876, due four months af- 
ter. date, payable to the order of the 
plaintiff, at any bank in Savannzuh, Ga., 
the name of Frank White being signed 
in the face of the notes, and the name 
of Christopher White being signed on 
the back of the notes. The defendan's 
were sued in the short statutory form 
as makers of the notes, with copies of 
the same annexed to the plaintiff’s de- 
claration. Service of the writ and pro- 
cess was served upon Christopher 
White, and a return made by the sher- 
iff that Frank White the other defend~

ant, was not to be found The defend- 
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ant demurred tothe plaintiff's deciara- 
tion, on ie ground pet it. appeared 
on the fac® thereof, t he was only 
lieble on the notes as @ndorser or sure- 
ty onthe notes, and the game being 
payable thany Gok inBivagnal, Geor 
gia, he was e te notice of the 
non-payment of the same and of the 
protest fur non-payment, and that such 
notice is nuwhere alleged in said decia- 
ration. The court snstained the de- 
murrer apd dismissed the plaintiff's 
ease whereupon he excepted. By the 
3808.b section of the code, blank in~ 
dorsements of negotiable paper may 
always be explained between the par- 
ties themselves, or those taking with 
notice of dishonor, or of the actual facts 
of such indorgsements. In view of that 
section of the code, and the rulings of 
this court i: Thompson vs. High 13th 
Ga. Rep. 311, and in Bostwick vs. Cerl- 
ton l4th Ga. Rep. 693, it was compe 
tent for the defendant to have proved 
atthe trial in what capacity aud for 
what purpose he put his name on the 
back of the notes, and for the plaintifis 
also to haye proved protest and notice, 
under the provisione of the act of 1847 
to “simplify and curta:) pleadings a: 
law” without averring the same 
in his declaration, an that be 
ing so, tbe court erred in 
sustaining the demurrer to it, and dis- 
missing the same. The mischievous 
consequence resulting from a departure 
‘from ine provisions of the judiciary act 
of 1799, in respect to pleading, that 
monument of judicial wisdom, which 
required the plaintiff to set forth his 
cause of action plainiy and distinctly 
in his declaration, and the defendant 
to set forth his defence in like manner 
in his plea, is becomin,z more and more 
appareat every day, most notably in 
pleas of former recovery, wheu the 
record under the short form of plead~ 
ing always fails to show what were the 
facts in issue on a former trial between 
litigants, and this greatevil must ne- 
cessarialiy increase with the lapse uf 
time, when al! contemporary witnesses 
shall be dead, tosay nothing of the 
danger of having now to rely upon the 
parol evidence of living witnesses, to 
prove what facts were put in issue on 
mn former trial, instead of the 
record of that former suit. 
The restoration of the judiciary act 
of 1799 as the proper mode of pleading 
at ber, retaining the statutes allowing 
amendments, and repealing the act of 
1847 (embodied in the Code), to sim- 
plfy and curtail pleadings at iaw,wovld 
vyreatly coutribu.e to the welfare and 
protection of the people of the state, 
and put the parties litigating in the 
courts upon notice of the plaintiffs de. 
mand, as well as of the defendant’s de- 
tence, and thus prevent surprise to 
either party. But so long as ihe act of 
1847 rewaius upon the statute book of 
the state, it is our duty te administer it 
according to the interpretation hereto, 
fore given to it by this court.
